THE LEGISLATURE’S WHOLE DUTY. 

The bitter debate on the prohibition resolution 
in the House is a foretaste of the bitter cam- 
yaign which will be waged throughout the State 
should the resolution pass both branches’ of the 
Legislature. It emphasizes Gov. Hadley’s ques- 
tion of the wisdom of precipitating a controversy 
on this question for the next two years. 

Although the vote which sent the resolution 
to engrossment in the House foreshadows ulti- 
uate victery for the submissionists, there is yet 
time for consideration and reversal to the sane 
policy of regulation recommended by the Gov- 
ernor. 

Missouri has made progress in the regulation 

of the liquor traffic. The laws on the subject 
are now enforced and respected in nearly every 
part of the State. A new and vigorous public 
sentiment favorable to strict regulation, to the 
elimination of the pernicious influence of the 
liquor interests in politics and to temperance pro- 
motion has sprung up. It is the best sentiment, 
and if rightly directed to wise and practical 
ends will destroy the evils in connection with the 
liquor traffic which have been permitted to grow 
and strengthen under conditions of unrestrained 
license. If unwisely directed to impractical and 
fanatic ends worse evils will be brought ‘on the 
State. 
’ If the great industries which have been built 
up in connection with the brewing interest were 
wiped out the blow directly to the prosperity of 
St. Louis and other cities and indirectly to the 
whole State would be appalling. Nor would it 
accomplisa the desired object. It” would. merely 
contribute tc the growth and prosperity of similar 
industries in other states and countries and would 
enrich the distillers and whisky dealers whose 
business flourishes under prohibition. 

On the moral side the loss would be as great. 
We would substitute for the regulated saloon the 
unregulated joint and the traffic in its most 
vicious and demoralizing form. The cities would 
be ‘inflicted -wth sneaking vice and the country 
with the hypocrite and the flask drunkard. Vol- 
untary temperance is based upon and nurtures 
moral strength; enforced abstinence breeds weak- 
ness. 

All of the rightful and sound purposes of the 
temperance forces can be accomplished with local 
option and regulation. Folly, disaster and op- 
pression lie beyond them. If the Legislature 
will perfect the laws we have it will do its whole 
duty and serve the State. 
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Thomas Fortune Ryan and associates gave up

great triumph for truth. 
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EXPERT MUNICIPAL : ADMINISTRATION. 

In his -book on “The Government of Europex«xo 
Cities,” Prof. William B. Munroe dwells upon 
the fact that the administration of English, 
French and German cities is in the hands of paid 
experts. In all three of these countries the ac- 
knowledged efficiency and economy of. municipal 
government are due to the employment. of ‘spe- 
cially trained men who hold office fo: !ong terms. 
. “It is the existefce of this policy throughout 
‘Burope,” -says: Prof. Munroe, “and the absence 
of it in America that chiefly distinguish the 
municipal systems of the two continents.” 

A few weeks ago a political boss in St. Louis 
recommended a civil engineer for public employ- 
‘ment on ‘the ground that he was a good party 
man. His qualifications as an engineer appeared 


to'be considered of minor importance; and we 
were informed several times during the muni- 
cipal’ campaign just ended that it was not 


until a Republican chemist took hold of the ques- 
tion did we got rid of the mud and microbes 
in the water supply. Democratic, Populist and 
Socialist chemists, were it seems, unequal to 
the problem.

But 
the notion that competence for special duties 
and professional experience are qualifications for 
service in public, especially municipal, business 
is in a rudimentary stage. 

We shall outgrow this slipshod ‘notion in time. 
But it will always be a puzzle to students of 
social psychology how a people so practical and 
successful as the Americans in their individual 
careers: happened to adopt a policy in social and 


political interests which bears all the marks of 
lunacy.

SWINBURNE AND CRAWFORD. 

The dispatches have recorded the deaths of 
Algernon Charles Swinburne and Francis. Marion 
Crawford. In the world of literature they were 
poles apart, but in passing their names are 
linked. 

Swinburne, the one surviving poet of the Vic- 
torian age, could not outlive the prejudice an 
early work aroused in puritanical minds.. Only 
in the democracy of elect enlightenment did he 
find perfect appreciation, and his friends were 
content to wait until the mellowing hand of time 
brought him into his own. ) 

Poet of marvelous skill in his command of the re- 
sources of English rhythm, he was critic, philos- 
opher and advocate as well. His essays on-Eliza- 
bethan poetry are classed as the most exhaustive 
and scholarly commentary on that interesting lit- 
erary period, and with other critical works form 
one-third of the whole volume of his prodyctions. 
He never forgot his hosility to the forces, socia, 
political and religious, which array themselves 
against the freedom of both body and soul, and 
his poems glow with patriotism and lofty ideals. 
The fury occasioned by the publication of “Poems 
and Ballads,” in 1866, has not yet subsided in 
the minds of smug, circumspect Englishmen. Its 
frank treatment of certain passional aspects of 
life, usually avoided in conventional society, was 
not to be forgiven. 
formative days Swinburne has been judged. There 
is no severer commentary on the Briton’s nar- 
rowness. 

F. Marion Crawford was essentially a story 
teller. Of cosmopolitan ancestry and training, 
the world was his raw material and from it he 
gathered plots and themes, 
esting always, and instructive and illuminating 
sometimes. Personally, he was of heroic mold 
and into his writing he injected much of him- 
self. After using India, Persia, Russia, Germany 
and America as backgrounds for his novels, and 
always with a keen conception of national traits, 
he fixed on Italy, his birthplace, as the scene of 
his endeavors and was a recognized authority 
on its history and more particularly its customs 
and manners. Mr. Crawford may have contribut- 
ed no great literary work to the world’s store, but 
he entertained capably and diverted wholesomely 
millions of readers. Possibly there can be no 
higher tribute paid to him.

GRAB, IN THEORY AND PRACTICE. 

Senator Bacon of Georgia denounces the pro- 
tective tariff for a fatal defect “which cannot 
be overcome.” This is, that it is impossible to 
make it equal in its operations upon all people 
and all sections of tiie country. The benefits and 
burdens cannot be equitably distributed. 

Nevertheless the Senator declares that “if pro- 
tection is to be the national policy then the in- 
terests and industry of the South are entitled to 
participate equitably in the distribution of it.” 

That is to say the South “wants in’ on the 
game of grab. 

As between the sections this is a just demand 
and ought to be granted, but it does not touch 
the question of the distribution of benefits be- 
tween producer and consumer; nor the question 
of the distribution of burdens between these two 
classes. : 

Senator Bacon’s criticism is perfectly just. But 
it is unfortunate that he surrenders his case and 
ranges himself practically on the side of in- 
justice. When grabbing is going on it makes lit- 
tle difference to the victims whether the grab- 
ber’s plant is located north or south of Mason 
and Dixon’s line.

A SERMON IN STATISTICS. 

As far as compiled reports can show the habits 
of St. Louis and 27 other leading cities, their in- 
habitants who read books are most interested in 
an imaginary -world, which has as little as pos- 
sible to do with the real. As is well known from 
the persistent reports of Booksellers and libra- 
rians, novels lead all other books in the number 
of readers who can be reported on as they read.

“Why Worry?” by an author previously unknown, 
rises 50 per cent above it in popular demand, and 
a book on “Religion and Medicine” has a demand 
credited to it 400 per cent higher, recording 155 
readers to every 25 interested in the most popular 
book on the patriotic subject made dominant by 
the Lincoln centennial. 

With this asthe maximum, it may seem : sur- 
prising, or gratifying, according to standpoint,: to 
find that the life of Lincoln is not outclasséd/by 
demand reported for any book on making money 
or any other subject which Belongs to ‘the wish 
for increased luxury in life., Patriotic interest 
holds its own against interest in money making, 
in art, in science and against everything in real 
life except search for health and peace in this 
world and a condition in which ideals are to be 
realized. As far ag such statistics go in showing 
what they attempt to explain, they may be a text 
for many sermons.

How a Manufacturer, Makes Even When Mate- 
rials Go Up. 
From tho Cangressional Record. 

Mr. Gardner of Massachusetts: Now, coming to 
the quistion as to whether cheaper raw materials 
will improve the quality of boots and shoes, I cannot 
positively assert that the consumer of shoes will get 
all the benefit if the price of raw materia] falls, but 
I can positively assert that he is always obliged to 
shoulder the whole loss when the price of raw ma- 
teria! rises. Let me explain to you just what. hap-

pens when a raise in cost of production faces a shoel 


manufaciurer. As an illustration, let me take.a typi- 
in my own district, where most of the es- 
tablishments are small and where a member of the 
firm frequently goes on the road to sell directly to 
the reta!l trade. 

Our typical manufacturer has a list of regular cus- 
tomers who are in the habit of purchasing from him 
a certain grade of ladies $2 shoes.

“My first ambition was to be 
engineer,’’ he said in reply to a ques- 
tion. ‘I went into the work, too, after 
leaving high scbool, and kept at it for 
two years. I worked for John G. 
Joyce, City Surveyor, and I got to a 
place where I was able to do something 
more than carry the chain and look aft- 
er the instruments. 

“But I began to see that, to make an 
engineer of the kind I had hoped to be, 
I would need years of study and tech- 
nical training. I had not the means, 
nor had my parents, for a university 
course, and when an opportunity came to 
get into the insurance business, I went 
into that.’’

TULSA, Ok., April 10.—Gov. Has- 
kell and other prominent Oklahomans, 
indicted on the charge of land frauds 
in Muskogee town lands, will not 
have to stand trial because Judge 
Marshall in the Federal Court today 
quashed the indictments. 

Gov. Haskell's lawyers say this will 

end the case because the statute of 
“yumitations will run out before the 
men can again be indicted. It is said 
the last overt act charged against the 
men was in April, 1906, and the stat- 
ute of limitations in such cases runs 
for only three years. 

Sylvester Rush, special assistant At- 
torney-General in charge of the pros-

Elected for Four Years, Must 
Be Indorsed After Serving 
Half of Term. 





The election of a non-partisan Board 
of Freeholders to prepare a new City 
Charter for St. Louis has aroused in- 
terest in the various plans of governing 
municipalities. Various cities are~con- 
sidering changes in their administra- 
commis- 
to 


tions, many e¢onsidering the 
sion system. Boston is preparing 
adopt a new charter and the plan pro- 
posed is so radical that the Post-Dis- 
patch presents its principal features, 
confident that they can be studied with 
interest by St. Louisans at this time. 
The Boston Charter Commission in its 
report a strong argument 
against politics in city affairs, but the 


makes 


evils of such a condition are too well 
known to require much argument. The 
aim of the Boston men who prepared 
the charter was to abolish the party 


boss by abolishing parties in city elec- 
tions. 

The Mayor—elected for a term of four 
years, is subject to recall by the people 
at the end of his first two years of 
service. He is required, in making ap- 
pointments, to certify that the man 
designated is selected because he is an 
expert or is specially fitted by education 
or experienc. for the place, and that 
he is named for the city’s good only. 

There will be no body in ‘Boston cor- 
responding to our own House of Dele- 
gates if the new charter is adopted. 
The one legislative body will consist of 
nine councilmen, three to be elected 
each year. They will be paid an annual 
salary of $1500. 

Vast power is to be concentrated in 
the hands of the Mayor, but a check 
is placed upon:him by. the Council in 
matters pertaining to appropriations, 
and by a civil service commission in 
the matter of appointments. 

Will Eliminate Bosscs. 

The new charter plans a municipal 
government radically different from our 
own. If the same system should be 
adopted here by the Freeholders’ Com- 
mission and approved by the people, 
political bosses, so far as municipal 
politics are concerned, would disappear, 
and there would be no.hking doing for 
the army of political workers who are 
waiting for the present Democratic ad- 
ministration to retire so that they may 
get the 8000 or more city jobs. 

Candidates for Mayor and other elec- 
tive offices, instead of being nominated 


j by a political boss, or agreed upon at 


a caucus in the office of a political 
boss, shall be nominated by petitions 
Signed by not less than 6000 qualified 
voters. There shall be no primaries, 
conventions or caucuses to select can- 
didates. The names of all candidates 
for all elective offices, nominated by 
petition, shall be printed on the ballots 
without any party designation whatever. 
Electors will indicate the candidates 
they desire to vote for by placing a 
cross in the squares opposite their 
names. 

Another striking provision in the Bos- 
ton Charter is the creation of a perma- 
nent Finance Commission to watch, in- 
vestigate and furnish impartial and ac- 
curate information as to the manner in 
which the Mayor, City Council and the 
heads of departments are conducting the 
business of the city. This commission 
is to be appointed by the Governor, so 
as to be entirely free from the in- 
fluences that may seek to control the 
municipal government. 

The charter also provides for a mu- 


nicipal jotrnal to advertise contracts, 


tax sales and official records in con- 
densed form. 
Mayor May Be Recalled. 

The section of the proposed charter 
cealing with the election and recall of 
the Mayor provides that the Mayor 
shall be elected for a term of four years, 
but that at the State election in the 
second year of the Mayor’s term there 
shall be printed on the official ballot 
the following question: 

“Shall there be an election for Mayor 
at the next municipal election?” The 
words “Yes” and “No” shall be printed 
at the right of the question. If a.ma- 
jority of the qualifiea voters registered 
in Boston for the State election shall 
vote in the affirmative, then there shall 
be an election for Mayor at the munici- 
pal election in January. The Board of 
Biection Commissioners has the author- 
ity to print the name of the incumbent 
Mayor upon the official ballot for the 
special election without being nominated 
by petitions, unless in writing he shal! 
otherwise request. 

A Mayor elected at the special election 
shall serve four years, but he shall be 
subject to recall at the expiration of

with the Govenor, but when the meet- 
ing dragged into the afternoon, all hope 
of an agreement vanished. 


A. J. Davison, president of the Frisco, 

presided at the meeting and about 30

various roads were in attendance. 
KInatructions te Attorneys. 


Nearly a score of the leading attor- 


neve for the Western railroads were in 
the building, awaiting the action of 
thé conference of railroad heads, and 
they received their instructions yester- 
day (afternoon to go into court tomor- 
row “and fight the injunction proceed- 
ings to the last. 

“We did not consider rates at this 
meeting at all,”’ said B. L. Winchell of 
Chicago, president of the Nock Island 
system. “How could we? We have been 
enjoined from combining on passenger 
rates and have been severely criticised 
for doing so. 

“We have simply been discussing our 
case in ceurt tomorrow before consult- 

‘ing with our respective attorneys. We

NEW YORK, April 10.—A thrilling 
atruggle to save a mad woman from 
suicide occurred tonight on the ledge 


of the fifth story of the Hospital for 
Women. The woman, Mrs. Nora Hick- 
ey, 28 years old, was finally saved from 
jumping to the street by the pluck of 
a doctor aygd a nurse and with the help 
of the Fire Department.

Cut By Glass.

March, 1908, on North

NEW YORK, April 10.--Members of 
the Arctic and Exploration clubs are se- 
riously alarmed over the continued lack 
of news as to the whereabouts of Dr. 
Frederick A. Cook of Brooklyn, who-has 
been missing in the Polar regions since 
March, 1908, and have resolved: to lose 
no time in raising funds for a search- 
ing expedition, Rear Admiral Schley, 
President of the Arctic Club, recently 
issued an appeal for subscriptions, say- 
ing $30,000 was needed to equip an ex- 
pedition which Dillon Wallace has of- 
fered to lead. 

Dr. Cook was last heard from at a 
point 40 miles north of Cape Thomas 
Hubbard, on the North Polar Sea, on 
March 7, 1908, and he was then about to 
make his dash for the pole.

more than $1,000,000. One of its at- 
torneys, Moritz Rosenthal, is said 
to receive $1,000 a day when he ap- 
pears in the case, and Attorney 
Milburn is retained by the year at 

a handsome, salary. His speech in 
this case is said to have cost the 
Standard $25,000 in addition to his 
yearly salary. 
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date would reach at least $1, 
000,000,000. He pointed to this as one 
of the evidences of monopoly, the enor- 
mous earnings being far in excess of 
the per cent courts have held to be a 
reasonable profit. 

The answer of the attorneys for the 
Standard was that the Governments 
attorneys had been unfair in their me- 
thod of computing the earnings of 
the company. They said if their capital 
were computed at the rate of 7 per 
cent compound ‘nterest for the period 
between 1882 and 1906, which is accepted 
as the life of the company, it would be 
shown that on its capital and surp.:.s 
the compziny had earned about $600,v--. 
They argued this was a fair method as 
the money earned had been reinvested 
in the business. 

Attorney Kellogg, replying to this, 
said it was a new idea that a company 
could earn 500 per cent, distribute 10 per 
cent of that, put aside 490 per cent as 
a surplus and claim the right to earn 
money on that, and the next year re- 
peat the operation. He said: 

“If the court were regulating the 
earnings of a public service corpora- 
tion there would be some ground for the 
argument that the net assets should be 
the basis of calculating the percentage 
of earnings, but what we are trying 
to arrive at is whether the Standard is 
substantially a monopoly, and whether 
its prices are monopolistic or are the 
prices incident to a competitive busi- 
ness. On this basis we must remember 
that the surplus of the company was 
made out of profits in excess of a very 
high rate of dividends, in recent years 
amounting to as much as 40 to 48 per 
cent.” 

Big Profits by Companies. 

In ‘explaining the enormous earnings 
of companies subsidiary to the Stand- 
ard, Mr. Kellogg said the Buckeye Pipe 
Line Co., in 1906, earned 70.3 per cent 
on its capital stock, the Indiana Pipe 
Line Co., 261 per cent, and the Southern 
Pipe Line Co., 278 per cent on its net 
assets. He said the Waters-Plierce Oil 
Co. of Missouri has paid in one year a 
dividend of 400 per cent. 

In defense of the showing of large 
earnings, the attorneys for the Stand- 
ard contended it was entitled to great- 
er earnings than a railroad company or 
other settled business on i °* ground 
that the oil business is hazardous, They 
said John D. Rockefeller had testified 
that in the early years of the busi- 
ness, he was always in fear he would 
awake some morning to find all the oil 
had played out. 

Attorney Kellogg ridiculed this, He 
said that from the first t.e production 
of oil had steadily increased, and that 
there was never any question about the 
market, as oil was a necessity. 

“A necessity of life,’’ he said, ‘‘which 
every household must have in good 
times and bad times, not a luxury, not 
sub*ect to fluctuations, is not a hazard- 
Ous business, 

“*‘a* panic stops the sale of steel to rait- 
roads, but it does not stop the flow of 
oii into the household. The working- 
man must have it, and it makes no dif. 
ference to him what price he pays.”’ 

Maps were introduced by each side, 
showing the relation of oil to other 
commodities In regard to the increase in 
price, The Government’s maps showed 
that oil had increased more rapidly 
than any other commodities, without a 
corresponding increase in cost of pro- 
duction and manufacture. The defense 
had maps which, they contended, 
showed the opposite. Attorney Kellogg 
declared oil, naphtha and paraffin was

Question on Pipe Lines, 

Lengthy arguments were heard by the 
court On the point of the control of 
pipe lines. It was contended by the Gov- 
erament that the Standard, by obtain- 


4 ing rebates from the railroads, had com- 


peiled many oil companies to abandon 
business, and had purchased others, un- 
til it had a monopoly of business, now 
controlling 95 per cent of the transporta- 
tion by pipe lines. 

As 10 railroad transportation of ofl, 
the Government argued the Standard's 
owners and directors were directors in 
all the leading railroads, and by tiis 
means obtained secret rates and rebates, 
which independent dealers could not pro 
cure, and which enabled the Standard 
to drive the independents from bus 
ness. As an illustration, it was pointed 
Out that Standa ad-a rate of 6 
cents a hundred poffinds between Whit- 
ing, Ind., and East ft. Louis, while in- 
dependents were forced to pay 18 cents. 

Attorney Rosenthal made a vigoro.s 
denial of the charge of rebating. He 
declared the Standard had never ac- 
cepted a rebate or secret rate since the 
law prohibiting it went into effect. ice 
declared tha independents had the same 
opportunity the Standard had to ob- 
tain special contracts with the rail- 
roads and the Standard could not we 
blamed for the failure of the indepen- 
dents to use the same business methods 
the Standard used. 

Able to Lower Prices. 

Attorney Morrison argued the “unfair 
competition” branch of the Govern- 
ment’s case. He declared the Standard 
by its monopoly was able, when fight- 
ing a competitor, to lower prices where 
the fight was on and to make up the 
loss by increased prices where it had no 
competition. He said the Standard paid 
rebates to some customers as a part 
of price-cutting system, and that it ob- 
tained secret information as to the 
business of its competitors by bribing 
railroad employes. This secret informa- 
tion, he said, was used to procure 
the countermanding of orders given to 
a competitor. He also told of the or- 
ganization of bogus companies, which 
pretended to be independent. These 
companies would fight independent 
companies, and sometimes would even 
accuse the independents of being own- 
ed by the Standard. 

‘The bogus companies would cut prices 
while the Standard would keep up its 
prices. This was because; he said, the 
Standard was often afraid to cut prices 
fer fear other j}laces would demand a 
similar cut. By keeping up its prices, 
the Standard would maintain an air of 
freedom from connection with the bo- 
gus company. 

In many cases, Attorney Morrison 
said, the men who cenducted these bo- 
gus companies did not know they were 
working for the Standard. They did not 
communicate with the Standard, but ad- 
dressed all mail to a posteffice bex in 
another city, where an agent for the 
Standard received it. 

Secrets of 26 Brodway. 

He described at much length a secret 
statistical department maintained by 
the Standard at 26 Breadway. In this 
office are reeeived the secret reports 
from railway employes and from detec- 
tives who are always watching the busi- 
ness of competitors’ companies. He de- 
clared that the existence ef this de- 
partment was known enly te the heads 
of the Standard and the men employeu 
in it, and that other employes in the 
same building were never permitted te 
enter this office. In the office is kept 
a card index showing every gallen of 
oil purchased from a competiter anu 
full information regarding the pur- 
chase. 





‘Competition All Right.” 
Attorney Rosenthal for the Standard 


declared the Standard had never been 
guilty of unfair methods. He said it 
was within the right of every company 
or corporation to cempete with others 
in the same line of business, and that 
it was merely good business to keep 
track of the business done by a com- 
petiter with a view to getting that busi- 
ness. He denied any railroad employes 
had been bribed, but said only a few re- 
ports had been received from railroad 
men, and that those were only in small 
towns where the local agent for thé 
Standard was too lazy to supply the in- 
formation. 

In his closing argument yesterday Mr. 
Kellogg said: 

‘The Government did not bring this 
prosecution on the twaddle of poli- 
ticlans, but with a full realization of the 
responsibilitieh of the attack. A great 
deal has been said here about maga- 
zine articles. Magazine articles did not 
start this prosecution and paid magazine 
articles never will stop it. 

“John .D. Rockefeller, primed for 
weeks in anticipation of the testimony 
he would give, was able to readily an- 
swer all the questions his own attorneys 
asked him, but he was unable to re- 
member anything about rebates or con- 
tracts with competitors, or anything the 
Government wanted to know. It was a 
pitiable exhibition.

Delegation in Washington 
Makes Another Request 
for Hearing. 


By Wire from the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, April 10.—The shoe 
manufacturers expect to make a seC- 
ond request upon the Finance Commit- 
tee of the Senate for a hearing in favor 
of a free hide schedule in the tariff 
bill. One request has already been de- 

nied. 

The delegation from St. Louis, con- 
sisting of George W. Brown, Jackson 
Johnson, R. B. Spencer and William 
D’Oench, together with other shoe man- 
ufacturers who have been in Wash- 
ington for several days, appealed to the 
committee for a hearing. Their request 
was refused. 

It is well known that the Senate Fi- 
nance Committee has never believed, 
from the first consideration of the 
Payne bill, that the free hide schedule 
should be adopted. 

The Dingley bill provides for a 15 
per cent ad valorem duty. One of the 
members of the Finance Committee said 
to a Post-Dispatch reporter tonight that 
the best the free hide people could ex- 
pect would be a compromise in the 
conference between the conferees of the 
House and Senate on a 10 per cent ad 
valorem duty. 

The free hide people are willing to 
compromise on a 5 per cent ad valorem. 
The senators and representatives and 
also the delegations representing the 
shoe manufacturers and cattle growers 
are confronted with an argument which 
almost staggers them.

Adornments.

With Free Trade She Could

It is only reasonable that woman 


should take an interest in the Payne 
Tariff Bill, for that revenue-produc- 
ing measure adds to the cost of every- 
thing she wears. 

For the purpose of showing what per- 
centage a woman's apparel contributes 
toward furnishing the running expenses 
of the United States, it is only neces- 
sary to take a woman cressed in her 


best and then figure on her clothes. 


It will be found that in order to attire 
herself she has paid to the Government 
nearly enough money to purchase 
another presentable outfit under free- 
trade conditions. 

Starting with the hat. Supposing she 
is in circumstances that allow her to 
wear a hat costing $50; about $15 of 
that valuation represents a tax rang- 
ing from 30 per cent on the straw to 
60 per cent on the feathers. 

If she wears the little curls and other 
artificial aids to the coiffure so com- 
mon nowadays—say $5 worth, about $1 
of that represents protection tariff. 

And if she fastens her hat on with 
hat pins valued at $6, this outlay has 
paid $2 toward the expenses of the Gov- 
ernment. 


Uncle Sam Profits on Lace, 


Her $30 lace collar represents a tax 
of about $11 which she has had to pay 
as an addition to its actual value. Her 
150 dress will carry about $35 of taxa- 
tion, and the trimmings will have cost 
her some $3 in taxes. 

Supposing she is modest regarding 
jewelry and wears only $500 werth. 
Fully $150 of the expense attached .o 
the purchase of the pins and watch and 
other gewgaws is a tax. Her handker- 
chief, which cost her 50 cents, would 
have cost only about thirty-five cents 
but for the tax. Her $7.50 parasol rep- 
resents an‘ outlay on her part including 
$1.50, which goes to the Government and 
the buttons, hooks and eyes and other 
necessary parts of her gown, for use 
and ornament, show an outlay of from 
$1 to $5 in taxation. 

Her gloves cost her about 50 cents a 
pair in taxation. If she has on $50 worth 
of silk and linen lingerie she has paid 
a tax of about $18 on it. 

Her stockings represent a tax she has 
paid of from 10 cents to 25 cents, ac- 
cording to their quality. Her $7 shoes 
would have cost her only about $6 but 
for the tax she has paid in their pur- 
chase price. The perfume which she 
uses represents a few cents of taxation 
every time she sprays herself with it, 
for perfume is expensive, and the tax 
on it is 60 per cent. 

Thousands Feel the Burden. 

There are tens of thousands of women 
who consider themselves very moderate- 
ly gowned and arrayed if their outfit, as 
described above, does not cost in the 
neighborhood of $800, inchuding jewelry. 
On such, a collection of clothes and or- 
naments each of these women pays a 
tax of about $220 

Of course, in 9% per cent of the cases, 
a husband or a father has to settle 
the bills, but this fact makes the tariff 
question of no less interest to women. 
For if it were not for the tariff she 
might dress herself from 2 to 35 per 
cent cheaper, and could either have 
more clothes or more money to use for 
other purposes.

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FEAR LOSS OF REVENUE 





Statewide Law Would De- 
stroy $50,000,000 in Prop- 
erty, Says Lloyd.

JEFFERSON CITY. April 10.—A _ poll 
of the General Assembly by Post-Dis- 
patch reporters shows that while nearly 
two-thirds of the 176 members favor the 
submission to popular vote of a consti- 
tutional amendment proposing’ state- 
wide prohibition, only 29 say positively 
they regard absolute prohibition of the 
liquor traffic as wise or practicable. 
Eighty of the 142 representatives and 
25 of the 34 senators, or 105 legislators, 
an overwhelming majority in both 
houses, went on record unqualifiedly 
against the prohibition principle. 

Senator J. W. Peck, Republican, of 
Atchison County is the only Senator 
who is definitely committed to prohibi- 
tion. Of ihe representatives whe have 
lined up uncompromisingly with the 
“drys,”’ 13 are wemocrats and 15 are 
Republicans. Tey are: 

Democrats — Clapper of Schuyler, 
Moore of Ripley, Year of Barry, Miller 
of Scotland, Moore of Barton, Perry of 
Shelby, Averill ef Pemiscott, Coulter of 
Cass, Walton of Howard, Duncan of 
Lincoln, Barker of Macon, Pemberton 
of Boone and Griffith of Bates. 
Republicans—Hesseline of Harrison, 
Johnson of Daviess, A. J. Magee of 
Knox, Roseberry of Neosho, Cochran of 
Dade, Coon of Mercer, Thomley: of 
Stone, Hanson of Wright, Wilson of 
Hickory, Best of McDonald, Killion of 
Cedar, Wade of Green, Leckliter of 
Lawrence, Devol of Dekalb and Irby 
of Butler. 

28 Men Are Undecided. 

Twenty-eight Representatives ex- 
pressed themselves as undecided, but a 
majority of that number declared they 
will vote for the prohibition amendment 
at the polls if they conclude the adop- 
tion of it will promote temperance. Sev- 
eral who expressed a preference for 
prohibition refused to be interviewed 
for publication. 

Outside of the large cities, less than 
30 members of the House and. Senate 
are opposed to the submission of the 
constitutional prohibition amendment. 
Active temperance champions gave the 
opinion privately that the amendment 
will be defeated overwhelmingly at the 
polls. In support of this conclusion 
they offered these reasons: 

1. While the ‘‘wets’” are united and 
resourceful, with millions back of them, 
the temperance forces are divided,. one 
faction taking a stand for local option 
in opposition to the straight-out prohi- 
bitionists. 

2. Failure of the prohibitionists to pro- 
vide adequate remedy for the enormous 
loss of revenue to the State by reason 
of the complete suppression of the liq- 
uor traffic. At present the State treas- 
ury is confronted with a large deficit. 

3. The expulsion from Missouri of $100,- 
000,000 in capital invested in breweries, 
distilleries and allied industries. 

4. The satisfaction of the country peo- 
ple with the existing local option laws. 
Liquor Element Strong. 

The total voting strength of the 29 
counties represented by pronounced pro- 
hibitien advocates is approximately 100,- 
000, as against a voting population of 
more than 400,000 in counties and cities 
whose legislative representatives see no 

merit in prohfbitory liquor legislation. 

In the country districts the legislator 
is a powerful political factor. Notwith- 
standing the fact that no liquer is sold 
today in 80 counties of Missouri, the 
champions of State-wide prohibition find 
themselves in a hopeless minority in 
the Legislature. The following senators 
indicated to Post- Dispatch reporters 
that, although they want the prohibi- 
tion amendment submitted, they will] 
vote against it at the polls:

STEAL . MILLIONS IN ORDER 
TO AVOID BEING PROSECUTED 


Lad Who Stole 6 Cents’ Worth of 
Coal for Mother to Cook Chil- 


dren’s Supper Is Freed. 

NEW YORK, April 10.—The right and 
the wrong way to steal was clearly de- 
fined by Magistrate Crane today when 
he released James Finley, 17 years old, 
who had been brought before the Mag- 
istrate on a charge of stealing 6 cents’ 
worth of coal from the New Haven & 
Hartford Railroad yesterday. The coal 
was stolen in order that Finley’s wid- 
owed mother might get supper for her 
five children. 

“‘When you get to be a railroad presi- 
dent, my son,”’ Magistrate Crane said, 
“you can steal millions from the pub- 
lic and everybody will look up to you 
and respect you, and nobody will dare 
to prosecute you. But in the meanwhile 
you mustn’t steal in small amounts. 
Stealing in connection with a railroad 
should always be done in large amounts. 
Then you won’t be arrested. 

“It was wrong for you to take this 
coal. The coal did not belong to you, 
and the road was entitled to all it could 
get for carrying it—but in view of the 
fact that you were trying to keep your 
mother and little brothers and sisters 
warm, I am going’ to consider it in the 
light of an extenuating circumstance 
and let you go with a warning.”

St. Louisans are richer by at least 
$13,405,620 than they were a@ year ago. 
The tax sharps have discovered that 
much new wealth, and as no one ever 
tells stories to them, that amount is 
undoubtedly correct. 

Altogether the taxable wealth of St. 
Louis is $537,707,640, compared with $524,- 
302,000 in 1908. This total includes real 
estate to the amount of $411,257,100, per- 
sonal property valued at $90,450,540, and 
an estimate of $36,000,000 as the worth 
of railroads, telephone and telegraph 
systems, bridges and other properties 
assessed by the State Board of Equali- 
zation. 


Big Increase Found. 
The increase in the valuation of prop- 


erty over last year’s assessment is $2,- 
135,890, while the assessed valuation of 
real estate has been raised by $9,669,670. 
An increase of $1,599,870 is anticipated in 
the assessments n.ade by the State 
Board. 

Real estate in the north, south and 
central western parts of the city has 
yielded most of the increase in that 
Public service cor- 
porations are paying on a valuation that 
is $2,117,000 higher than in 1908. The La- 
clede Gas Light Co.’s assessment this 
year is on property valued at $8,500,000, 
while the Union Electric Light and 
Power Co. will pay on a basis of $5,-. 
000,000. The United Railway Co.’s proper- 
ties are assessed by the State Board. 

The National Bank of Commerce wil] 
have to settle with the city on proper- 
Cty assessed at $9,848,010.

FORT DE FRANCE, April 10.—Cipri- 
ano Castro, ex-President of Venezuela, 
was ignominiously expelled tonight from 
the Island of Martinique by the French 
Government.

He is now on board the 
French line steamship Versailles, bound 
for St. Nazaire.

COUNTESS TOLSTOL 


MAKES COMPLAINT 


Russian Officials Try to Punish 
Count by Driving Away a 
Very Dear Friend.

LONDON, April 10.—Countess Tolstoy 
writes in bitter complaint of the op- 
pressive conduct of the Russian author- 
ities toward Teherkoff, her husband’s 
greatest friend and disciple, who went 
to Yasnaya Poliana to cheer the clos- 
ing hours of the Christian idealist and 
philosopher.

Germans of 
the old school who ‘nourish the virtues 
of their fathers are aghast at the lux- 
ury displayed and anxiously ask where 
it will lead, Even Prince von Buelow, 
possessed ox millions, has protested in 
the Reichstag against the growing evil, 
warning his countrymen that economy 


to be averted, 
Women Affect Expensive Hats, 

It is no unusual thing in Berlin for 
a ‘“‘magnate’’ of the financial world to 
give a dinner costing $1000. A banker’s 
wife at a recent dinner wore jewels 
worth a quarter of a million dollars, 

Ten years ago a Berlin lady thought 
she was sinfully extravagant if she 
paid $25 for a hat. Now it is not un- 
common to see in the large millinery 
establishments hats marked $600 and $750; 
Ten years ago a Berlin woman would 
have been called extravagant had she 
worn a fur jacket worth $125; now an 
afternoon walk along Unter den Linden 
will reveal scorés of mantles costing 
thousands. 

But ft is in jewelry that some Berlin 
women excel. Pearls are their weak- 
ness, not diamonds. A firm in the 
Friedrich Strasse sold pearis in one 
week lately amounting to $500,000, and 
the sales of another a few doors away 
amounted to $350,000, 

Equally remarkable is the outlay on 

restaurants and elaborate meals at 
home. Within a few years there have 
sprung up a large number of expensive 
restaurants, which are filled nightly 
with men and women ordering and con- 
suming the most costly delicacies and 
the rarest wines. Not long ago people 
would have thought themselves giddy 
had they laid out $1.2 on a supper, in- 
cluding the regulation bottle of cheap 
Moselle wine. Now these suppers cost 
on an average $5 a plate, and the honest, 
if somewhat sour, Moselle has been ex- 
changed for inferior French champagne, 
while the amber beers of Pilsen and 
Munich are voted cosnmon. 
_The worst of it is that all this outlay 
is not accompanied by the best taste— 
the taste, for example, of New York, 
London, Paris or Vienna. There is a 
coarseness and incompleteness about it 
which repels rather than attracts. With 
all its expense the supper at the ex- 
travagant restaurant fg not a whit bet- 
ter than the old $1.25 one, The same 
coarse meat is cooked in the same taste- 
less fashion and served with the same 
insipid sauce that the Berliner enjoyed 
30 years ago. 

Protest is made, teo, against the way 
men of the class in question dress. A 
caustic newspaper critic says it is im- 
possible to dress a Berlin man; that the 
most expensive “sartorial artist’’ may 
supply him with clothes, but the Berlin- 
er cannot wear them to advantage. 
That is, of course, too sweeping, but the 
Post-Dispatch ecerrespondent has» fre- 
quently geen extraordinary attire. A 
weil-known Berlin banker, for instance, 
makes his afternoon promenade in «@ 
frock coat and brown boots, the cos- 
tume being varied occasionally with @ 
tweed suit and glossy silk hat.

PRICES ON WHEAT 


Uninterrupted Advance in Futures 
and Cash Article Establishes 
New Records. 








The cornering of the market on wheat 
by James 4. Patten and his: clique, or 
what amounts to almost the same thing 
in the controlling of such enormous !ines 
of long stuff by the band of daring 
operators that by withholding their 
wheat from the market they can create 
pronounced congestion in the pit, caused 
an excited, even sensational, advance io 
prices during the past week. Many 
shorts were pushed to the wall and the 
extended upward movement, both of 
futures and values on cash wheat, es- 
tablished new high records for the sea- 
son and set a mark equaled only twice, 
and then merely on a fictitious basis, 
during the past % years. The close 
showed futures 84@3%c to TKc higher 
for. the week, the largest .gains being 
registered in the deferred déliveries. 

The bull campaign in futures was car- 
ried on under very exciting conditions 
and the spectacular advance was accom- 
panied by a broad and active trade. The 
tone was extremely nervous, with shorts 
making eager efforts to cover their un- 
fortunate sales. But to the farmer and 
the trader in the actual wheat a far 
more important feature than the devel- 
opment in the speculative market ex- 
isted in the extremely high price of 
cash wheat. 

High Price of Cash Wheat. 

The upward movement of values on 
cash wheat reached its culmination In a 
sale of No. 2 red wheat made on the 
local market last week at $1.43. This is 
the highest bona fide price paid for cash 
wheat in a great many years, and de- 
spite the runaway market on the future 
deliveries, was the general topic of dis- 
cussion on the floor. 

The high price of cash wheat, unlike 
occasions in the past, when these levels 
were equaled, represents, in the opinion 
of many of the traders, the logical 
result of conditions prevailing in the 
trade. There is simply no wheat of 
any appreciable amount for sale, which 
forces millers and other interests who 
require supplies for their immediate 
needs to bid very high prices. The do- 
mestic crops of the past two years 
have been small ones, and that farm re- 
serves are very small is indicated by 
the continued light receipts and country 
offerings, despite the soaring price of 
cash wheat. 

Good Activity Noted, 

There was a large cash milling and 
shipping trade and the output of flour 
from the Northwest showed a good in- 
crease. A good export inquiry was in 
force much of the time, and there were 
occasional workings of good volumes of 
wheat for abroad. Cash sales assum 
good proportions and with the generally 
good demand for cash wheat from all 
sources finding none for sale, thé rise 
in prices, helped by the congestion of 
futures, followed naturally.

EXTREMELY HIGH WEEK END BREAK 
IN CATTLE PRICES} 


‘ 
Steers Could Not Stand Steady 
Flow of High Qualitied Stock and 
Sharp Tumble Closes Period. 





During the first two days of the past 
week receipts of cattle were several 
thousand in excess of the week befors. 
However, arrivals were very light to- 
ward the finish and as a result receipts 
of 13,400 compares with 13,400 the week 
before. Two weeks ago arrivals were 
12,900 against 14,890 a month ago and 
11,990 cattle the corresponding period of 
last year. 

Ifberal receipts of steers daring the 
week developed a sagging tendency to 
the trade and the late finish of the mar- 
ket was fully 15@25e lower. The qual- 
lity of the supply has been rather good, 
with bulk of the fair to good fat steers 
selling between %.95@6.50 with several 
loads of good steers of light and strong 
weights topping the market at $6.00@6.65, 
However, there has ween a fair numb=r 
of common and medium steers on sale 
between $5@5.65 and a very trashy class 
of butcher steers down at $4.25@4.7%. 
The butcher heifer trade, in sympathy 
with general conditions, closes the week 
10@20c lower and demand at the prices 
has been rather slack. Buyers have 
been pfetty well filled with stuff the 
last two weeks and om account of the 
close of Lent have been leas anxious 
than usual. A load of steers and heifers 
topped the market at $6.25, with a full 
load of heifers at $6. Bulk of the fair 
to good kinds sold between $5@6.

The bulls were in absolute contro! 
in the future pit. Favored by very 
largely higher cables, unfavorable do- 
mestic crop reports, good activity in 
the cash market and export position and 
the pronounced shortage, they were 
able to do practically what they want- 
ed to with the market. Pricés were 
run up to extremely high levels, with 
shorts all trying to cover and finding 
their bids unanswered.” The close was 
strong at the high points, with exten- 
sive gains maintained. 

May wheat closed 34@3%ec higher for 
the week at $1.22%, July wheat 6%c 
higher at $1.10% and September wheat 
7%c higher at $1.06%. The visible sup- 
ply of wheat in the United States de- 
creased 270,000 bu and now amounts to 
36,142,000 bu. World’s shipments were 
small and there was a further decrease 
in ocean passage stocks. 

The weather in the winter wheat belt 
is not all that could be asked. It Is 
too cold in many sections and the plant 
is said to be showing a backward 
growth and poor condition as & result of 
the lack of seasonable warmth and sun- 
shine. The Government report places 
the condition of winter wheat on April 
1 at 82.2 per cent, against 91.3 a year 
ago, 89.9 in 1907, 89.6 in 1906 and 862 for 
a 10-year average on April 1. Climatic 
conditions in the Northwest are favor- 
able for the farm work on the spring 
wheat crop, and good progress is being 
made so far. 

Cora Sluggish, Easier. 

Corn prices were sluggish, with traders 
generally bearishly inclined. The work 
was favorable for the work on the new 


crop and for the movement. Receipts 


were quite liberal and met with @ no- 
ticably slow cash and shipping demand. 
Foreign markets were in the main weak 
and the corn crop in other countries, 
particularly Argentine, is doing very 
well. There were few features to the 
market ‘and the tone was — 


hardly as large as recent weeks nor was 
the quality as good, as few hogs were 
received from Iowa. The market was 
strong and active each day and the best 
hogs reached $7.45 bef -e t's week 
closed, which is the highest price paid 
for two or three years. 

It took good hogs to sell up around 


the top of the market and the poorer

Quaker Oarsmen Défeat Blues in 
First Race Between Schools 
in 20 Years. 





PHILADELPHIA, April 10.—In the 
first boat race between the two univer- 
sities in twenty yards, the University 
of Pennsylvania, eight-oared crew, de- 
feated Yale today two lengths over the 


1% miles course on the Schuyikui river. 
The crews rowed against three-quar- 
ters head wind the entire distance, and 
under these circumstances the time of 
8 minutes five seconds, was good. Yale 
reversed matters in the preliminary 
race for second eights, winning from 
the Pennsylvania juniors by 1% length 
in 8:18 2-5.

Ceach John Kennedy declared emphati- 
cally that the better erew won. Capt. 
Howe of Yale, said his crew rowed its 
best and was beaten fairly. 

The race for the Varsity regulars was 
delayed until after 5 o’clock to let the 
wind calm down. 

Both crews got.an exceptionally good 
start, the Yale men getting their oars 
into the water a fraction of a second 
ahead of Pennsylvania; Yale started 
with a stroke of 34 to the minute and 
Pennsylvania with 32. At the end of 
the first half mile Pennsylvania was a 
half length ahead of Yale and the lat- 
ter Thad run their streke up to 36.

He went to London and his fame 
preceded him. He had little trouble 
raising immense funds with which 
to float and carry to success the un- 
derground railway system there. He 
saw the first train run through this 
world-famous set of tunnels in the 
greatest city on earth and he re- 
turned to his native land, this time to 
settle in New York. 

There he built one of the greatest 
mansions on the avenue of the rich 
and’ set out to startle the contiment 
with his extravagances. He bought 
works of the old masters at prices 
that staggered the nation. He bought 
equipages and fitted an establish. 
ment which might have been the 
dream of a nabob, And with these 
things came the first breath of his 
domestic scandals and these spread 
and grew until the whole world knew 
that he had cast off his wife and had 
become the patron of Miss Grigsbr, 
the beautiful and talented California 
girl.

And then he died. And what a 
death it vas. He succumbed to an 
ailment which had long threatened 
him. He died in the fashionable ho- 
tel where he had long ma'ntained 
quarters in addition to his palatial 
home.

‘he Methodist Church of 
Missouri, the most conservative of 
fhe Protestant organizations, has 
now sought to answer the question by 
an vfficially sanctioned test of psy- 
ehic healing.

EXPLAINED HIS PURPOSE. 


To further this purpose, he wrote 
and had published in pamphlet form 
an open letter of 30,000 words, to the 
ministers of the Conference. In it, 
he outlined just what the work was 
that he had been doing, his justifica- 
tion and his ambitions for its future. 

“I am pot asking for indorsement,” 
he said, ‘but for an opportunity to 
push my research until both you and 
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of the church to the movement was 
bitter. 
tentatively. 

Said one pastor: “Leave out the 
religion. Put it purely on a meta- 
physical basis.” Said another: “Make 
it exclusively religious in character. 
Finally the Conference voted a sémi- 
indorsement by agreeing to give Dr. 
Osbron the commission he desired for 
a year and by deciding to “suspend 
judgment” while the test was being 
made. 

Dr. Osbron is satisfied. A year is 
a short time in which to demonstrate 
the great truths he seeks to prove, 
Dr. Osbron believes. But he is con- 
vinced that in that time he can an- 
swer to the satisfaction of his fellow 
pastors the question, “What’s the 
matter with the church?’ 

So he has packed his household 
goods and shipped them to Mount 
View, on the Frisco Rallroad in the 
Ozarks. Six miles from there the 
camp will be established. 

Life will be all out of doors. He 
and his patients, of whom there will 
be 75 at the opening of the camp, will 
live in tents. Those who wish may 
bring their own equipment and camp 
anywhere on Dr. Osbron’s 120 acres 
free of.cost. For others accommoda- 
tions will be providediaalarge .om- 
munity tent at $1 a day.

The place where the camp is :o be 
is near as fine a bass stream as pur.s 
over the Ozark stones, There is hunt- 
ing, too, and life will bé made as pas- 
toral and restful as possible. Mean- 
while the physitist will give each per- 
son present personal treatment, and 
he says he will have no failures.” 

As Dr. Osbron left Kansas City, a 
good many friends, among them some 
ministers, wished him success. The 
great majority of ministers in his 
church, however, either arraign him 
as a follower of false prophets or feel 
convinced he can only fail.

CAN COME DOWN FOR IT. 


There is no law against an aero- 
naut’s descending for fiiel when his 
supply is depleted, and thus doubling 
his radius and, in fact, making it as 
wide as he pleases. 

Starting at St. Louis and alighting 
once for gasoline, an aeronaut; if he 
contented himself with a 400-mile 
voyage, could reach Lansing, Mich.; 
Columbus, O.; Knoxville, Tenn.; the 
foothills of the Cumberland Moun- 
tains in Kentucky; Rome, Ga.; Bir- 
mingham, Ala.; Ruston, La.; Yazoo 
City, Miss.; Guthrie, Ok.; Omaha, 
Council Bluffs, Sioux City, Winona, 
Minn., or Cheboygan, Wis.

If the 
machine did not wear out, if one 
could find gasoline wherever he need- 
ed it, and if he could ascend wherever 
he pleased, the operators declare noth- 
ing could prevent them from crossing 
a continent, if they so pleased. 

But as trips of these distances are 
the exception even with the highly 
developed automobile, it is probable 
that they would be even more rare 
with the aeroplane. The man who 
takes a Sunday spin in his automo- 
bile usually covers about 100 miles on 
the round trip, and this distance 
would probably be the average pleas- 
ure ride in an aeroplane. This dis- 
tance has already been accomplished 
by Wilbur Wright with one passen- 
ger and without descending for fuel.

Believing that the aeroplane has a 
commercial future, an ~ automobile 
company of Boston is taking time 
by the forelock and has begun the 
regular manufacture of aeroplanes 
and dirigible balloons, preparing for 
a time when the automobile may be 
supplanted by airships, just as the 
automobile recently supplanted the 
bicycle.

GP aeroplanes now in existence are limited in their sailing 


area not so much by their capacity to carry gasoline as by the 

overheating of the engine.

SURVIVED THE HURRICANES. 


Five hurricanes came and went. 
And still the same mysterious, silent 
vessel, without lights, coming from 
no known port, going to nobody knev 
where, steered by no earthly hand 
and manned by the skeleton crew of 
the imagination, flitted across the 
paths of Gulf-going steamers and 
startled the vision of Gulf-going sea- 
men, 

She was hailed and gave bac«x no 
answer. She was signaled and made 
no reply. 

It is contrary to maritime etiquette 
to interfere with a stranger. If he 
does not deign to answer either your 
hati or your signal, it is a gross vio- 
lation of nautical custom to further 
manifest any interest in his proceed- 
ings. 

Every ship at sea has her rese: ved 
rights. Amongst the most prec ous 
of these is that of attending to her 
own business and resenting any in- 
terference by strangers. Sailors 
throughout the world from time im- 
memorial have observed these rigidly 
marked out and clearly understood 
rules of maritime etiquette. 

Therefore it was that Gulf captains. 
sneering at the superstitious tales 
of their seamen about the spectral 
vessel, but . :ceedingly curious to 
solve the mystery of her appearance, 
have for over three months studious- 
ly abstained from interfering with 
her proceedings or attempting to in- 
tercept her course. She came into 
their vision and was allowed to pro- 
ceed upon her way unobstructed. And 
she did this in violation of one of the 
most sacred rules of the ocean. that 
every ship at night should carry a 
port and starboard light, the on 1 
the other green.

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GREATEST MYSTERY OF THE SEA 


HE square-rigger, Marie Celeste, sailed from Brooklyn to Med- 
T iterranean ports 20 years ago, with a crew of 14 men, the cap- 


tain’s wife being also on board. 


She was found floating 800 


miles east of Gibraltar with all sail set and nobody on board. Every 


lifeboat was in its place and every 


life preserver and life line. There 


was not a single thing to indicate how or why the crew had left the 
ship. They never were heard of again. 

This has since remained the greatest unsolved mystery of the sea. 
The vessel was taken to Gibraltar and sold at auction by the Ameri- 
can Consul.’ Conan Doyle wrote a story about this case, attempting 
to prove that’ the crew were stolen by African pirates who suddenly 


boarded the vessel. 


It was shown by internal evidence that the crew were aboard the 
Marie Celeste after the last preceding storm. Therefore, though she 
was found intact with all sail set, she never had passed through a 
storm in this. condition; and was thus entirely different from the 
Cleopatra, which has passed through six storms with all sail set and 


nobody on board.

No captain dared 
to go near her, ziot because he gave 
credence to the superstitious stories 
of his seamen, but because it would 
be a breach of maritime etiquette to 
board a stranger, even when he 
burned no lights and refused to rec- 
ognize either a signal or a hail. 
CREW MIGHT BE BELOW. 

Right here a curious point appeais. 
The Gulf captains knew when they 
saw the spectral vessel that there 
was nobody at the wheel. But that 
was no evidence that the crew was 
not on board. The wheel might be 
lashed or the vessel allowed to take 
her own course in « light wind while 
the crew or Owners amused them- 
selves below. And if they wished to 
do so, that was their own business 
and no one’s else. 

But when the “spirit vessel” had 
successfully .gone through mot one, 
but two, three.and more hurricanes. 
it was, to the minds of captains of 
the Gulf, conclusive evidence that the 
crew was on board the ship and that 
they attended to her in an emergency. 
In the whole history of the sea—pic- 
turesque, mystefious and romantic as 
it is—there is pot a single instance 
(not even in the celebrated case of 
the Marie Celeste) of an abandoned 
ship with full sail weathering a 
storm. The specter of the Gulf sur- 
vived six storms. 

Thus.it was that they let her alone. 
Law only éxtends three miles beyond 
the - shore. . wenthee. euix asé'n 
ocean belongs to ulm ' and is 
governed by no law but maritime hab- 
it. And ihe. hts of a ship at sea 
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not even approach a ship at sea, 
either by day or night, without some 
outward recognition of these unwrit- 
ten laws. 

When the captains of the Gulf were 
puzzled by this specter and discussed 
it amongst themselves, Over their 
cognac and coffee, it is no wonder 
that ignorant sailors, superstitious 
and supremely impressed by the mys- 
tery and majesty of their su-sround- 
ings, should be awestruck and excit- 
ed. by the repeated reports of the see- 
ing of this ship “steered by ghostly 
hands.”’ 

The nautical mind is peculiarly con- 
servative and singularly sensitive to 
‘he impression of phenomena. Sail- 
ors are ruled by superstition. This 
is a result of their singular calling, 
which brings them into the closest 
contact with Nature in its most im- 
pressive form. At all hours of the 
day and night they realize their help- 
lessneses upon the mighty deep and 
they place a child-like trust in Provi- 
dence, in luck and in .he guidance 
of a Supreme Being. 

SAILORS ARE SUPERSTITIOUS. 


Sailors always talk about signs and 
omens. It is unlucky to sail cn Fri- 
day. It is bad policy to sall upon a 
ship on her first voyage. It is a bad 
sign if a preacher comes aboard 
among the passengers. It is a sure 
ind‘cation that somebody is going to 
die on board if a shark follows the 
ship.

But now the mystery has been 
solved and a strange new chapter is 
added to the maritime history of the 
world. We now know for the first 
time that a ship under full sail, with 
nobody on board, can survive not only 
one. storm, but six storms.

The mystery was solved a few days 
ago at St. George’s Island, in tue 
Gulf of Mexico, near Pensacola. There 
a schooner had been seen aground 
with all sail set and nob~"¥ on board. 

A. party went out from Pensacola 
and boarded the ship. They found 
she had easily gone upon the beach, 
and had suffered little injury. 

She was found to .e the schooner 
Cleopatra. A search of the record 
has disclosed the fact that she was 
caught in a terrific storm on the 
Gulf of Mexico Dec. 20, during whica 
the captain and all the crew are sup- 
posed to have been washed off the 
ship. ’ 

She was seen after the &torm carry- 
ing sail, and has since then been wan- 
dering around the Gulf. Between that 
and the time when she was found, 
half a dozen severe storms had swept 
the Gulf. Yet, after each, the Cleo- 
patra was‘seen under sail at sea. She 
seemed to have a charmed life. On 
board the vessel was found a portion 
of a cargo of naval stores, all intact. 

In nautical circles the finding of 
this vessel, which solves “the Mys- 
tery of the Specter Ship of the Guif,’ 
has excited wide interest. No vessel 
was ever known before to ride out a 
storm without a crew on board when 
carrying full sail. 
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MATCHES 


SURPRISING thing about a

The explanation now offered is that 
the Cleopatra was enabled to do this, 
first, because she was. rigged fore and 
aft and was not a square rigger; sec- 
ond, because she was “down by the 
heel” and would naturally come into 
the wind. 

When a ship is under full sail and 
the steersman abandons the wheel, al-.

She either comes up into the wind (or 
“luffs,” as it is called), or else she 
pays off flat against the wind, and 
if the latter is sufficiently strong she 
upsets, or else, sweeping around so 
far that she jibes her boom, she Tips 
out her masts.

Only a very small percentage of 
fore-and-aft riggers, say 10 out of 100, 
will hold their course when their 
wheel is released and they are close- 
hauled, as was the Cleopatra.

UST as the cotton boll weevil, like

working together, dragging the larva 
from its cell to their mest and con- 
suming it, 

“But as the Government Commis- 
sion sent to discover the enemies of 
the weevil in a locality where it 


carefully calculated at least 25 per 
cent of the weevil larva are de- 
stroyed by the fire ant. 

WEEVIL HAS MANY ENEMIES. 

“In addition to this, and a number 
of other predaceous foes, the boll 
weevil is already the victim of 15 
more true parasites. These are the 
minute wasplike insects which by 
some mysterious instinct discern the 
infested squares on the growing 
plants, and by means of their needle- 
like ovipostors, pierce the envelopes 
of the bud or bell and place one or 
more microscopic eggs Upon or under 
the skin of the weevil larva, from 
which hatch carniverous grubs that 
speedily consume their host.

T Vinci, has been restored. 
of more than four hundred years have 

been repaired, the dirt of centuries, the oil and 

varnish of zealous but ignorant restorers has 
been Gwashed off, and today the most famous 
painting in the world is revealed, not, it is true, 
in its pristine beauty, for that, like youth, can 
never be restored, but at least in the veritable 
handiwork of the painter. The colors have fad- 
ed, the moisture, air and changes in temperature 
have traced cracks and scars upon its face, but 
all that the eye now sees is the actual work of 

Leonardo da Vinci himself. 

“The Last Supper”—what museum does not con- 
tain a replica of it, what art store has not en- 
gravings and photographs of it?—the masterpiece 
of Leonardo da Vinci is on the wall of the re- 
fectory of the Dominican monks attached to the 
Church of Santa Maria delle Grazie, in Milan. 
It was painted between 1495 and 1497—the exact 
date is not certain. In 1499 it had wlready be- 
gun to fade, as was noted in that year by the 
secretary of Cardinal of Aragon in his diary. 
Paolo’s Morizzia, writing about 1600, remarks 
that “today it is all ruined.” As it was evidently 
soon to be lost, many copies wire made by fa- 
mous painters and these copies are today among 
the greatest treasures of the most famous art 
museums in the world. 

Many attempts at restoration were made, but 
no one was ever able to discover the principal 
reasons for the cracking ofthe paint, which sepa-

A few years ago the Italian Government direct- 
ed Prof. Luigi Cavenaghi, a great expert, to see 
what he could do with “The Last Supper.” He 
spent many months in examining the picture 
and in experimenting with small and unimpor- 
tant parts of it, and at last, a few months ago, 
he announced that he was ready to undertake 
the work of a decisive restoration. This Is 
now finished. In an interview published in Ill- 
lustrzione Italiana” he thus describes what he 
has done and how he did it: 
“The picture, covered by the dust of centuries, 
was crumbling and the crust of color was rising 
from the plaster in flakes of different sizes in 
such a way that some of the larger flakes formed 
little pockets which became filled with smaller 
flakes that fell from above. It was a serious 
and nerve-racking business to empty these pock- 


ets without touching them, for a touch would 


mean that the pocket and its contents wouid 
fall to dust. I emptied them, however, by insert- 
ing a straw made sticky with a gummy sub- 
stance, delicately picking up the small flakes 
one by.one.
